It Is difMeunlt
ns yot to give a jJust estimate of the Span-

God and Ogpigin of War,

God renders to natlons, as Lo men, ne-
cording to thelr works—to the Spanlurds, to
the Cubuan to the Amerlean. What was the
cause of the war? Spain did not want it,
the powers of Europe did not want it, Amer-
lean party leaders did not want it, the demo-
crats feared that it would redound to the
perpetuation of the party in power, the re-
